The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims address an 
apparatus and method for producing 3D information of an object from medical x-ray projection 
data by mathematically modeling the object to solve imaging geometry or object motion, where 
Bayesian inversion is used along with prior knowledge of the imaging geometry or object 
motion.
